HEAVY OUTLAYS FOR 

ALBERTA HIGHWAYS 

Large expenditure* will be made 
this year by the Alberta Government 
on highway improvements. This waB 
disclosed in the speech from Un¬ 
throne read at the openiugof the 
first session of the 11th legislature 
on February 17. 

The speecch also indicated that in¬ 
creased outlays would be made on 
secondary and market roads. 

With the governments financial 
position continuing to improve part¬ 
icularly on account of big revenues 
from the oil Industry, it would not 
be surprising to see many millions 
put into highway improvements this 
year. 

Highways connecting with the nat¬ 
ional parks also will see substantial 
outlays, while hard surfacing of oth¬ 
er main highways probably will be 
extended. 

Prospects also are improved for 
an all-weather highway connection 
with the Alaska highway at Dawson 
Creek, as the B.C. government has 
announced that it will reconstruct 
the 30 mile stretch from Police Coupe

come a burden to you”. 

In less than ten months ourbusi- 
ness had changed from one of com- 
plancency to one of bondage and 
debt. Looking back: yes we could 
have sold all the live sttock in the 
year 1919 and avoided the situation: 
that meant going out of the cattle 
business with 35,000 acres of grans 
lnnd to pay taxes on and no stock 
to graze on it—subject to govern¬ 
ment cancellation because we had 
no stock. 

The burden of debt brings intimid 
ation and fear and robn one of one 
of the freedoms. Under these hand¬ 
icaps we planned, worked and worr¬ 
ied and denied ourselves of many 
things we thought we were entitled 
to—that this obligation might be 
lifted from our shoulders. At first 
we gave ourselves 1ft years in which 
to free ourselves then 20 years and 
still had to boost the time before 
this obligation with the hunk was 
finally cleared up. 

Our only source of money to pay 
obligations was through the sale ol 
wheat, cattle, sheep and wool. No 
one has forgotten the years of 1930 
31, 32, and 33 when wheat sold for 
20 to 40 cents per bushel, wool for 
0 to 8 cents per pound, lambs 5 to(i 
cents per pound and beef cows $1.50 
per hundred with best steers going 
at 3 cents.

The plant breeder brings about 
improvement in plants bp combining 
the best charactera of one variety 
with those of another through a pro¬ 
cess of crossing, selecting ana teH 
iny. He cannot create desireable 
characters but must setk them in ex¬ 
isting material. Once they are found 
the Job becomes one of ransfirrlng 
them tto the crop in question, in this 
case hard red spring wheat. 


Dr. C. W. Firrstad of the Dum n on 
Entomological Laboratory here in 
Lethbridge some years aago observ 
ed that tall wheatgrass technically 
known as Agropyron elonga um was 


Using this knowledge it was dec¬ 
ided to endeavor to transfer he tppe 
of sawlly resistance found in tall 
wheatgrass to a bread wheat insttad 
of depehding only on res is ante 
found in wheat. A large number of 
wheat -grass crosses have been made 
and the progeny are under study at 
this laboratory. The job now is a 
long process of eliminating the un¬ 
wanted charac eristics either by 
growing one generation af er another 
and selecting tin* desired types or 
by repeatedly crossing to he wheat 
parent re aiding in so far as poss¬ 
ible the sawfly resistance of the glass 
It is a time consuming and labor¬ 
ious process and white In* orig nal 
objective may not be reached the 
rewarding leature is that new and 
important combinations of charac er¬ 
istics may occur. For examp’e, ex¬ 
treme wi ter hardiness of the grass 
may be transferred to when to give 
a very lmrdy winteiwheat variety 
but that is still something to be de¬ 
termined.

LEARNING TO TALK. 

A bnby'a provress fascinates hi® 
parents ami thert is no part of his 
growth more Interesting than a 
child learning to talk. Usually by 
a year he is saying a lew simple 
words snch as "mama" and "bye- 
bye" -often repetitions of one sim¬ 
ple syllable. Of course, he chatters 
to himself in a jargon which nc 
one can In erpret, although bis 
mother likely ran distinguish the 
meaning of different kinds of crying.
